THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION. 

President Roosevelt Sets Aside 
Nov. 27, As Animal National 

Holiday- 
President Roosevelt liai issued a 
^proclamation designating Thurs- 
day, November 27, as a day of N»- 
Vtd Thanksgiving. The proela- 

ro| is as follows : 
| According to the yearly custom 
"f our people, it falls upon the 
Hfesident at this season to appoint 
a day of festival thanksgiving to 
I God. Over a century and a quar- 
ter has passed since this country 
took its place among the nation? of 
the earth and during that time we 
have had, on the whole, more to be 
thankful for than has fallen to the 
lot of any other people. Genera 
tion after generation has grown to 
manhood and passed away ; eaeh 
has had to bear its peculiar bur- 
dens, each to face its special crisis, 
and fe^ch has known years of grim 
trial. When the country was men- 
aced by malice, domestic or foreign 
when the hand of the Lord was 
heavy upon it in drouth or Hood or 
I pestilence; when in bodily «ii stress 
I and anguish of the soul, it paid the 
j penalty of its folly and forward 
heart, nevertheless, decade by de- 
i cade, we have struggled onward 
L and upward. We now abundantly 
5^%fby material well-being, and un- 
k the favor of the Most High, we 
le striving earnestly to achieve 
Ural and spiritual uplifting, 
•rhe year that has just closed 
k J§» been one of peace and overflow- 
ing plenty. Rarely has any people 
enjoyed greater prosperity than we 
low enjoying. For this we 
» heartfelt and solemn thanks 
i$ Giver of all good, and we 
To praise Him not by words 
but by deeds, by the w»y in 
which we do our duty to ourselves 
and to our fellowmen.

RoomTvcU, President of the United 
States, do hereby designate as a 
day of general thanksgiving, Thurs- 
day, the 27th day of the coming 
November and do recommend thut 
throughout the land the people 
cease from their ordinary occupa- 
tions and in their several homes 
and places of worship render 
thanks unto Almighty God for the 
manifold blessings of the past year. 

In witness whereof, I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the 
gil of the United States to be 
fixed. Done at the City of 
fashington, this, the 29th day of 
October, in the year of our Lord, 
one thousand nine hundred and 
tw ><»*frod ef the Independence of

Already the prophecy that the 
proposed Lexington and North 
Middletown electric railway may 
become a trunk line seems of early- 
realization. It is now proposed to 
extend the line to Sharpsburg, 
twelve miles beyond North Middle- 
town. 

Mayor Duncan, of Lexington, 
received a special delivery letter 
from the principal business 
Sharpsburg Wednesday, asking for 
consideration of a proposition to 
extend the line. Sharpsburg is on 
a direct line from Lexington via 
North Middletown. Following is 
the loiter received by Mayor Dun- 
can : 

Sharpsburg, Ky., Oct. 29, 1902. 
Mayor H. T. Duncan, 

Lexington, Ky. 

"Dear Sir:— We take the liberty 
to write you, seeing your name as a 
member of a committee of business 
men to meet the citizens of North 
Middletown, Ky., to discuss the 
electric road from Lexington to the 
latter point. Not seeing the notice 
of this meeting in The Morning 
Herald until too late to be in Lex- 
ington today, we take this method 
of placing our town before you as a 
desirable and profitable extension 
of this line. Since these traction 
systems were first agitated through 
out the Blue Grass region, our cit- 
izens have been very much in favor 
of a line from Lexington to Sharps- 
bujg via North Middletown, and 
we think the greater majority want 
that line and no other. We have 
had propositions for other routes, 
that is from Sharpsburg to Mt. 
Sterling or Carlisle, but have never 
given them any encouragement. 

We are situated twelve miles 
from Mt. Sterling and twelve miles 
from Carlisle, our nearest railroad 
points. According to statistics, 
we are in the best farming country 
in the world, the statistics showing 
that the Flat creek land of Bath 
county, which is in our territory, 
as the best, most fertile and pro 
ductive land in the world. We are 
twelve miles from Licking river by 
turnpike. As a shipping point we 
would command the traffic to Lick- 
ing river and a distance of at least 
twenty miles up and down said 
river, aside from a distance of at 
least six to eight miles north, south 
and west of town. 

The fuel of the entire community- 
is coal, which at present must be 
hauled by wagon from Mt. Sterling 
or Carlisle. Our principal crops 
are corn, wheat and tobacco, the 
latter of which is the most exten- 
sive as to shipping. By an esti- 
mate of Hon. Waller Sharp, the 
most extensive tobacco dealer in 
the county, an aggregate of twelve 
million pounds would be shipped 
from this poiut annually. These, 
aside from the live stock, etc., to 
be shipped out, and the vast 
amount of coal and merchandise t" 
be shipped in, together with the 
passenger tralllc, would, we think, 
be to Lexington a good feeder, and 
we respectfully ask your considera 
tion of said route. 

Wo would be glad to give you 
any further information regurding 
this section. We are about ten to 
iv. tive miles from North Middle- 
town, and should you run a line to 
that point, we feel that It will be 
much to your interest to extend to 
this place."

Writrng in the New York Sua in 
support of the Lincoln Memorial 
University of Cumberland Gap for 
the education of young men and 
women of the mountains, W. J.

taught the more modern ideas of 
living, the more modern appliances 
of labor, the more modern ideas of 
the world's progress; to be taught 
sanitation and cleanliness; to be 
taught new things to take the 
place of ihe old that have kept 
them back three-quarters of a 
tnry. Nowhere in this country 
can a more primitive people be 
found than among these mom 
tainoers.

The rest is made 
up from expenditures in the Cam 
dian insurrection and China War 
in 1841, the Kallr War of 1849, the 
Abyssinian in 1S0!», the Rusbo- 
Turkish and South African wars 
of J 878-9, and the Egyptian op 
erations of 188K. Not a war in the 
ist was a contest to a linality with 
my great Power. And yet, imw 
nodern warefare as exemplified in 
he recent Boer conllict, has swol- 
en the total ! No wonder the 
reasury is a good brake on the 
Var Departments these days ! It 
-osts enough, surely, too keep up 
an army and navy of decent size in 
this wealth-producing and wealth 
distributing era, but a war for 
supremacy between Great Britain 
and Russia for instance, would be 
won only at the cost of practical 
bankruptcy. The greatest ally of 
the international arbitration and 
ersal peace project is the cost 
of the war.

other language unknown to him I 
cannot conceal my amusement. In 
nine cases out of ten I might say that 
the men who express a regret of this 
sort handle English very poorly if 
that happens to be their language. 
The chances are that their vocabu- 
laries are extremely limited and it 
would probably surprise them to 
know that despite the advantages of 
birth and education they could not 
command more than GOO or 700 words 
in Engliifa if their lives depended 
upon it. Yet they arc able to carry on 
an intelligent conversation, and many 
of them may become forcible, and 
even axiomatic in their sayings, and 
they plunge into discussions of liter- 
ature, art, music and other subjects 
of such line elegance, and do it rather 
successfully too. Now how long 
ought it to take a man to learn COO or 
TOO, or even 1,000 words hi any lan- 
guage? Certainly it ought not to 
take any great length of time, and 
from my own experience I know that 
it doe* not. Of course, I am not 
speaking DOwSjiOltttering so that one 
can get the full btiielit of all the re- 
finement! of speech in a particular 
tongue. But I have in mind the 
idea of speaking intelligibly in a 
given language and being able to 
understand perfectly what is said in 
return. I have a system which I have 
worked out and it has been of vast 
benefit to me and has enabled 
me to learn a number of lan- 
guages. It occurred to me while 
I was in Mexico a few years ago on 
important business. I could not 
speak a word of Spanish and could not 
understand the language. I con- 
cluded that I would learn the 
language. My plan was simply 
this: I made up my mind that 
I would not retire at the close 
of any day as long as I was there with- 
out learning at least thrw words in. 
Spanish, how to pronounce them and 
what they meant. That would give 
me 90 words per month, or something 
over 1,000 in a year's time. I stuck to 
the task, and I was there nine 
months, and as a result of my system 
I was not only able to converse in 
Spanish, but carried on my corre- 
spondence in Spanish. I don't sup- 
pose I could write an essay in the lan- 
guage, but I can apeak it, write it, and 
understand it, and it was all brought 
about bj th« three words a day sys- 
tem,"
